This International Searching Authority found multiple inventions in this international application, as follows: 

It is recognized that the matter common to the inventions as set forth in 
claims 1 to 7 of the present application and the inventions as set forth in 
claims 9 to 14 resides in "an antibody binding to PepT" . However, such an 
antibody had been publicly known as reported in the following document. Thus, 
this constitution cannot be regarded as a novel matter. Therefore, it cannot 
be considered as the major part of the invention. 

Also, it cannot be recognized that these groups of inventions have a common 
technical problem which had remained unsolved until the application. 

Such being the case, the inventions as set forth in claims 9 to 14 and the 
inventions as set forth in claims 1 to 7 (continued to extra sheet) 
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of the present case are not considered as relating to a group of inventions 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. 
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
